AT GW FEBRUARY WINTER CONVOCATION 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — Approximately 1,100 degrees will be conferred at 
George Washington University Winter Convocation on Monday, February 15, at 
1 p.m. in the GW Charles E. Smith Center. University Professor Marcus F. 
Cunliffe will give the address. He will speak on "George Washington, the 
Man and His University." The rank of university professor was authorized 
by the GW board of trustees in 1980 to bring to campus scholars of distin¬ 
guished reputation who have made significant contributions beyond any single 
discipline. 

Professor Cunliffe, one of the world's foremost Americanists, is an 
authority on the life of George Washington and author or editor of numerous 
books and articles on America and our first president. His widely regarded 
biography, George Washington: Man and Monument, first published in 1958,

United States Army and Eileen Shanahan (B.A. 1944), senior assistant 
managing editor of the Pittsburgh Post-Gazette. GW General Alumni 
Association President William M. Porter will present the recipients to 
GW President Lloyd H. Elliott for the awards, which include a small bust 
of George Washington. 

GW President Elliott will confer degrees and give the traditional 
charge to the graduates. The invocation and benediction will be given by 
the Rev. Dr. Everett Carlton Goodwin, Pastor of the First Baptist Church 
of Washington, D.C. The Rev. Obadiah B. Brown, who played an Important 
role in 1821 in the establishment of the Columbian College in the District 
of Columbia, later George Washington University, was also pastor of First 
Baptist Church. 

The George Washington University mace will be carried in the 
academic procession for the first time by University Marshal Robert G. Jones. 
The mace was presented to the university by the GW Faculty Women’s Club as a 
part of its own 50th anniversary observance. Designed and executed in 
aluminum, steel and brass by GW Associate Professor of Sculpture H.I. Gates, 
the mace features cut out silhouettes of the head of George Washington 
around the top of the staff. 

The George Washington University Orchestra, under the direction of 
George Steiner, will play music especially selected for the occasion and in 
observance of the 250th birthday anniversary of George Washington. The 
musical composition "A Toast to George Washington,” composed by Francis 
Hopkinson, a signer of the Declaration of Independence and a friend of 
Washington, will be played just before the academic procession enters 
the Smith Center. The processional music will be a march by Josef Haydn, 
bom March 31 > 1732, and thus a direct contemporary of Washington.
